The total amount of internal rev- 


enue collected for the year ending 
June 3D, 1920, the date of the litest 
reporf wa, f5,410,284,874.00. Of this 
sum New England -with a population 
of 7,600,000. 
paid 
$543,843,846.28; 


Key/ York, New Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia, Delaware and Maryland, with a 
•population of 24,000,000, paid ?2;- 
240,876,055.36; 
and 
.Ohio, Indiana, 


Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin with 
a population of 20,000,000 paid $!,- 
204,833,388.02. These 1C states with 
54,000,000 people, or one-half of the 
total population'of the Unite,] States, 
paid 
?4,055,553,090.CC; or 
nearly 


four-fifths of the total taxes collect- 
ed by the Federal Government. The 
13 slates south of the Potomac, In- 
cluding Oklahoma and Texas, with 
a population of 25,000,000, or one- 
fourth of the whole, paid $571,816,- 
C48.14, or a little more than one- 
tenth of the total, a»d one-seventh of 
the amount collected in the northern 
states.

propriations for education, .develop- 
ment • .and 
research 
into 
better 


methods. 


A business that spent 93 per ceni 


of its money in fighting its competi- 
tors and one per cent in developing 
its own activities would-be consid- 
ered to be the work of insane minds. 


Yet with ' the world on the edge 


of fighting it may riot be. possible 
to drop a dollar of preparation for 
war at this time. But if 'he humah 
race continues : spending 
its 
sub- 


stance in plans 
for 
killing 
each 


other it fairly deserves to be ex- 
terminated off the planet. 


So the one big problem overtop- 


ping all others is that of finding 
some , n^eans ( o! preserving peace. 
\Var places'on the backs of strug- 
gling humanity an impossible bur- 
den.

ticed that the fox In question did not 
seem to take nlnrin nt my trail over 
on old woods road, and ns the snow 
was quite deep, would even take ad- 
vantage of the better traveling by fol- 
lowing In my tracks as far as he 
cared to go In my direction. ..That Is 
the way of the fox— he Is not blindly 
afraid of man, but trusts to his wits 
to keep him out of trouble. He knew 
that the frnll was made by a man 
walking, and he also know that the 
danger lay not In the trail, hut Iri the - 
man himself.

"After. I had traveled this old road 


several times, and had noticed Mr. 
Fox was In the habit of following rae 
nearly every night. I picked out a 
bush that stood close by the trail, to 
serve as a mark for locating the trap, 
'and here I set two Jump traps In one ., 
of my own footprints, with a sheet of i 
clean paper beneath the traps, an-- 
other^shect on top, and an inch of 
snow lightly brushed over.all. I fas- 
tened the chains to clogs burled In the 
snow at the side of the'trail arid wenl 
on about my business. 


"The next morning Beynard was 


waiting for me, a trap on each front 
foot 
I would not have captured tils 


fox had I not made this experimental 
set In the trail, and It only goes to 
show the value of observation to the 
experienced trapper.

tortcd: "This Is a billion-dollar .coun-*
